Six fire crews sent to tackle blazing grassland 


SIX fire crews from across Worcestershire 
were called to tackle a blaze which ripped 
through 1,500 square metres of grass and 
undergrowth near Stourport. 

So much water was pumped onto Hartlebury 
Common to try to douse the flames that Severn 
Trent Water called to say that firefighters were 
using more than was available. 

A water carrier truck had to be called from 
Evesham to bring in extra supplies from further 
afield. 

Spotting 

Around 50 people called Hereford & Worcester 
Fire and Rescue after spotting the fire. 

The blaze began to spread across the common, off 
Hartlebury Road, Stourport, at around 5.50pm on 
Wednesday, May 25. 

Firefighters from Kidderminster, Stourport, 
Bewdley, Bromsgrove, Worcester and Droitwich 
spent around five hours battling the flames. 

Watch commander Gareth Clarke, from Kidder¬ 
minster, said: ‘When we got there the flames were as 
tall as a house, and were being fanned by the wind 
which helped it spread quickly.”

CASTLE’S £2m 
TRAINING BID 


A CONFERENCE centre 
and training rooms will 
be created at a historic 
castle near Kidderminster if a 
£2.5 million bid to buy the site 
is given the nod. 

Hartlebury Castle Preservation 
Trust is battling to raise cash to 
buy the building and grounds 
from the Church of England. 

A six-figure sum has already been 


raised through events and donations 
and a funding bid for the bulk of the 
money from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund is now being put together before 
the castle is put on the market early 
next year. 

The charity group said future plans 
include expanding the Worcestershire 
County Museum, which is based at the 
castle site, to increase the range of col¬ 
lections it can house. 

Volunteers have until Sunday, June 
12, to submit the application to ensure 


it is considered in time to have the 
money in place for when the castle 
goes up for sale. 

Trustee Amanda Price said part of 
the castle would be used as an enter¬ 
prise centre offering businesses rooms 
where meetings or conferences could 
be held 

There would also be an education 
centre for schools for history re-enact¬ 
ment days and a training centre where 
people could learn traditional crafts to 
set up their own businesses.

That 
money would be spent to protect their 
property value in the future.” 

No date has been set for the inquiry, 
which will study the impact the incin¬ 
erator’s environmental impact. 

The group has already spent 
£10,000 on a 500-page dossier of objec¬ 
tions and leaflets.

But she stressed that nothing was 
set in stone and the group would hold 
a full public consultation before any 
final proposals were set in place. 

“At the moment this is what the 
trust would like to do if our bid to buy 
the castle is successful,” Ms Price said. 

“We have to look at how Hartlebury 
Castle would be run if we were able to 
buy the site to ensure its upkeep in the 
future. These are some of the ideas we 
are working on at the moment.” 

Ms Price said a decision on the her¬ 
itage funding bid would be announced 
later in the year. 

Unrealistic 

The castle was deemed surplus to 
requirements by the Church of 
England more than a year ago and the 
trust was originally given an exclusive 
option to buy it. The castle was for¬ 
merly the official home of the Bishop of 
Worcester. 

But talks broke down after the 
castle trust complained ed that the 
£2.5m asking price and conditions 
attached by the Church were unrealis¬ 
tic. 

Instead, church officials decided to 
put it on the open market in 2012, 
giving the trust extra time to try to 
raise the money.

Second graffiti attack 
in month at Scout hut 


GRAFFITI has been scrawled on a scout hut in Stourport after 
the building was targeted by vandals for the second time in a 
month. Areley Kings Scout Group had only just repainted its 
base at the recreation ground following the first attack. 

Silver spray paint and a stencil were used to daub the words “stencil 
line do not cross” on the fire door on the side of the hut at Areley 
Common. The word “Venom” was sprayed 18 times on the wall. 

Vandals also stencilled the word “Bling” on the door. Police have now 
launched an investigation to track down the culprits and are urging 
witnesses or anyone with information to come forward. 

Officers said the hut 
had been targeted a 
couple of weeks earlier 
and the scrawl had been 
painted over. 

Graffiti has also 
sprung up at buildings in 
Stourport town centre, 
with the same words 
scrawled on walls, over 
the past three or four 
weeks. The tag “Gein” 
has also been used. Police 
said the latest Scout hut 
attack took place 
between May 16-19. 

Scout leader Trevor 
Jones said: “Graffiti was 
first scrawled on the door 
and we were able to paint 
over it. However, no 
sooner had this been 
done and the hut was tar¬ 
geted again. This time it 
wasn’t just the door but 
panels to the side of the 
building as well. 

“Because of the mate¬ 
rial this cannot be 
cleaned up and we will 
have to wait for it to 
fade.” 

Pc Andy Brooks said: 
“Tagging, as it is some¬ 
times known, is criminal 
damage. Graffiti is not 
only unsightly but it 
gives an area a general 
look of neglect and adds 
to the fear of crime. It can 
also be extremely expen¬ 
sive to deal with.”

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Council set to ignore 
allowance guidance 


ALLOWANCES for councillors in the Wyre Forest could be up 
to £1,800 a year higher than a watchdog body suggested. 

Wyre Forest District Council was recommended to cut payments 
after the Worcestershire Independent Remuneration Panel (IRP) 
found they were “out of line with the other districts” in the county. 

But under council proposals, council leader John Campion’s annual 
allowance would go down by just £236, to £12,250 -£1,750 more than the IRP 
recommended. The amount other councillors receive would be reduced by only 
£92 a year to £4,900. The IRP said the allowance should be cut to £4,200. 

But Councillor Campion said:

cabinet goes 
down to five 

WYRE FOREST District Council’s cabinet 
has been cut from six members to five follow¬ 
ing a reshuffle in the wake of this month’s 
elections. 

The new committee has now been 
unveiled after members were appointed by 
council leader Councillor John Campion. 

Under changes to the council’s constitu¬ 
tion required by the Government, the leader 
now appoints cabinet members and decides 
their portfolios. 

Councillor Stephen Clee and Councillor 
Anne Hingley no longer serve on the cabinet. 

Councillor Clee has been elected chair¬ 
man of the council for the coming year and 
Councillor Hingley will be Mayor of Kidder¬ 
minster. 

The council chairman officiates over 
meetings and is the authority’s main signa¬ 
tory on official documents, acting as first 
citizen for the district as a whole. 

Bewdley councillor Julian Phillips is now 
a member of the cabinet, with responsibility 
for “place-shaping”. This includes planning, 
building control and housing. 

Councillor Campion will have responsibil¬ 
ity for economic prosperity and Councillor 
Marcus Hart has the portfolio for environ¬ 
mental services. Councillor Nathan 
Desmond will look after resources and 
Councillor Tracey Onslow has the portfolio 
for community well-being. 


able. It wouldn’t be done to staff. 
It’s right that we look at a transi¬ 
tion, but not at that rate.” 

Deputy Leader Marcus Hart 
would receive £9,188 under the 
proposals. The IRP recom¬ 
mended reducing his allowance 
to £7,560. Cabinet members 
would receive £7,963 each, 
instead of £8,121. The IRP sug¬ 
gested £6,300. 

The IRP’s report said: “The 
panel...considers that its overrid¬ 
ing duty is to arrive at recommen¬ 
dations that are fair and 
reasonable.” 

Scrapped 

The council does not have to 
follow the recommendations and 
Councillor Campion claims his 
reductions would save the council 
£36,000 a year. 

But Councillor Howard 
Martin, joint leader of the Labour 
opposition, said: “What is the 
point of having a review if it will 
be ignored when it suits them? 
The recommendations should 
just be accepted.” 

A £23 monthly phone 
allowance has been scrapped, 
which will save £11,592, accord¬ 
ing to Councillor Campion. The 
proposals go to a full council 
meeting this month. 

The IRP was set up in 2003 to 
review the allowances of Malvern 
Hills, Worcester City, Wychavon, 
Bromsgrove, Wyre Forest and 
Malvern Hills Councils.

THEY spent years as 
care workers, but two 
women from Bewdley 
are now toasting 
success after launching 
a new career cashing in 
on the boom in brew- 
your-own beers. 

Sue Rowley and Debbie 
Williams say they have 
been inundated with inter¬ 
est since opening their new 
home brew stall, called 
Bucket and Barrel at 
Brierley Hill’s Concord 
indoor market. 

The friends worked for 
years in the community 
around Wyre Forest before 
coming up with their business 
venture. 

They decided to take the 
plunge after seeing the rapid 
rise in popularity of tradi¬ 
tional home-brewed bever¬ 
ages during the tough 
economic times. 

Licensee 

They were inspired to set up 
the market pitch at the High 
Street venue after Sue’s 
husband Paul and Debbie’s 
partner Dean started brewing 
their own beer. 

Mrs Rowley had some expe¬ 
rience in the pub trade as 
licensee of the former Blue Pig 
pub in Netherton. 

The friends, both aged 47, 
said they had been nervous about 
the decision. 

“It is a bit unusual and we were 
a bit nervous but with Sue having 
kept a pub in the past, that has 
helped us,” said Miss Williams, a 
grandmother-of-one. “Our hus¬ 
bands had started making their 
own beer so we were inspired to 
have a go with the stall because 
there is so much interest these 
days in home brewing.”

Mother-of-one Mrs Rowley 
said: “We wanted to set up some¬ 
thing for ourselves and this 
seemed like a good idea. It has got 
off to a good start and we are 
hoping it will continue. 

“A lot of interest is coming from 
younger people who want to learn 
the processes behind making 
their own drinks. 

“I think in the current economic 
climate people see it is a cheaper 


option and there is also the hobby 
aspect to it as well. They can 
experiment and find their own 
recipes.” 

Once a kit has been purchased, 
home brewers can make about 40 
pints of beer for £10.99 worth of 
ingredients or 28 bottles of wine 
for around £28. 

Mrs Rowley said the stall sells 
all of the equipment needed for 
home brewing.

THE SEVERN Valley Railway is helping 
another steam heritage line to get back on 
its feet. 

The SVR was hit by severe flooding in 
2007 and had to rebuild much of its 16-mile 
line between Kidderminster and Bridg¬ 
north. 

Now it’s lending a hand to the Glouces¬ 
ter-Warwickshire Steam Railway, hit by an 
embankment collapse in January which cut 
its line in two. 

The entire proceeds from a fund-raising 
special train run from Kidderminster by 
the SVR yesterday (June 1) are to be 
donated to the Gloucester-Warwickshire’s 
appeal fund. 

It was opened in the wake of the major 
subsidence on its line at Winchcombe, 


Gloucestershire, which prevents trains 
from running between its headquarters 
station at Toddington and its southern ter¬ 
minus at Cheltenham Racecourse. 

The landslip was the second to hit the 
Gloucestershire-Warwickshire in nine 
months, following a subsidence four miles 
further south, at Gotherington, in April 
2010. 

Landslip 

The GWSR had raised only about a 
quarter of the £lmillion needed for repairs 
when the second landslip occurred, adding 
a further £450,000 to the repair bill. 

The SVR, remembering only too well the 
devastating 2007 floods which hit four sec¬ 
tions of its own line and caused more than 


neighbours 

£3.5million of damage, hopes its fundraiser 
could produce several thousand pounds. 

SVR visitor services manager David Mee 
said: “We have been in this boat. 

“Although the devastation we suffered in 
2007 was over a substantially longer 
section of railway, the impact on the 
Gloucestershire-Warwickshire line is very 
similar. 

“The railway is facing the most daunting 
costs for rebuilding and can only operate a 
reduced service, which of course affects 
their incoming revenue. 

“Gloucestershire-Warwickshire Railway 
volunteers came to our aid after the 2007 
flooding. Wednesday’s fundraising train 
gives us the opportunity to repay their 
kindness and support.” 


Campaigners call for 
more ops at hospital 


WYRE FOREST health campaigners 
want more operations to be carried out at 
Kidderminster Hospital — to leave space 
for stroke services to be centralised in 
Worcester. 

The call follows plans by Worcestershire 
Acute Hospitals NHS Trust. 

It wants to move specialist stroke services from 
Worcestershire Royal Hospital to the Alexandra 
Hospital in Redditch. 

The scheme would mean a slightly longer journey 
for patients from Kidderminster, Stourport and 
Bewdley but a much further one for many people 
living in other parts of the county. 

The idea of centralis¬ 
ing stroke services in 
Redditch sparked 

protests from people in 
Malvern and Tenbury 
Wells — and led to a row in 
which a shadow governor 
for Worcestershire Acute 
Hospitals NHS Trust 
faced disciplinary action 
for allegedly leaking the 
proposal to the media. 

Dr Richard Taylor, the 
former Wyre Forest MP, 
who is president of the 
Independent Community 
and Health Concern 
(ICHC) party, said: “It is 
ridiculous to consider 
putting it in Redditch. 

“It would be 12 to 22 
miles further for people 
from Tenbury Wells and 
Malvern, and, although 
it is no further for Wyre 
Forest people, the road to 
Worcester is quicker 
than going through 
Bromsgrove to Redditch. 

“The logical place for a 
central stroke unit, 
where patients could be 
guaranteed a scan within 
three hours and clot- 
busting treatment 
within four hours of a 
stroke, is Worcester.

The heavy brass horse 
rearing up on its hind 
legs was handed in after 
someone recognised a 
picture of it which had 
been released by police. 

However another 
antique clock - a gold 
coloured French ornate 
“ormolu” style clock with 
flowers, cupids and an 
image of a lady on - 
taken in the same raid is 
still missing. 


Protest 

“The trust has a busi¬ 
ness case to put the unit 
in Redditch. But Kidder¬ 
minster Hospital is 
under-used.” 

Dr Taylor has written 
to the Worcestershire 
trust objecting to the pro¬ 
posals to move the stroke 
service to Redditch and 
protesting at the discipli¬ 
nary action against 
Brendan Young, a 
shadow governor with 
Worcestershire Acute 
Hospitals and a member 
of ICHC. 

John Rostill, chief 
executive of Worcester¬ 
shire Acute Hospitals 
NHS Trust, said: “At any 
time, there will be discus¬ 
sions around potential 
ways of improving serv¬ 
ices, which will some¬ 
times involve moving 
services from one part of 
the county to another. 

“Often, these do not 
come to fruition.” 

Mr Young is waiting to 
hear the result of a 
hearing which was held 
into the leak allegations.

Four jailed 
for series of 
van thefts 

FOUR MEN have been jailed for their part in 
a conspiracy to steal tens of thousands of 
pounds of cigarettes and tobacco from delivery 
vans across the West Midlands. 

The thefts, which involved £53,000 worth of 
goods, happened in Bewdley, Walsall and Wednes- 
field. Four Birmingham members of the gang 
responsible were each sentenced to two years and six 
months by Hereford Crown Court on Friday, May 20. 

Alexander O’Reilly, aged 34, of Maple Grove; John 
Donnelly, 38, of Ripley Grove; Andrew Taylor, 27, of 
The Feldings and David Malloy, 35, of Elford Grove 
had all earlier pleaded guilty to conspiracy to steal. 

Delivered 

Cigarettes were stolen from vehicles as they were 
being delivered to firms, and the four men were 
jailed for 13 specific offences. 

The crimes included £15,000 of cigarettes which 
were taken from Dillons Newsagents Ltd, in Load 
Street, Bewdley, on February 18, 2009. 

Some £1,269 of cigarettes were stolen at Blake- 
more’s Cash and Carry in Bloxwich Lane, Walsall, on 
February 14, 2009, and an unknown amount from 
the same location 10 days later. Araid also took place 
in Wednesfield, Wolverahmpton.

Nightingale admitted that he 
had been drinking and could not 
accept the breakdown of the 
relationship. 

He had smashed the rear 
window of the car thinking it 
belonged to Mr Knight. 

Miss Laura Culley, defending, 
said Nightingale was remorse¬ 
ful.

Your rights, if the ash cloud drops 


COUNTY Euro-MP Liz Lynne 
has urged residents hoping to 
fly over the half-term holiday to 
remember their rights under 
EU law if volcanic ash delays or 
cancels their flight. 

Under EU law, when people 
book a flight they enter a con¬ 
tract with the airline to get 
them from one destination to 
another. 

If a flight is cancelled for any 
reason, passengers have two 
choices; they can take a refund 
and exit the contract, or ask to 


be rebooked onto another flight 
or offered travel by other 
means. 

If passengers choose the 
latter option, the airline has a 
duty to provide accommodation 
if needed, transport to this 
accommodation, and meals and 
refreshments where necessary. 

Careful 

The law applies to all airlines 
operating within Europe. 

Speaking from Brussels, the 
MEP said: “This latest volcanic 


ash problem should be less dis¬ 
ruptive than last year because 
of the more careful targeting of 
the no fly zones. 

“However, passengers should 
be aware of their rights. 

"In the event of a flight being 
cancelled, passengers should 
speak directly to staff at the 
airport about arrangements for 
food and drink vouchers and 
accommodation. 

“Airlines have a duty to look 
after their passengers and if 
they cannot provide this, they 


should be willing to reimburse 
reasonable costs at a later date.” 

"Don’t expect five-star hotels, 
but under EU rules you are enti¬ 
tled to reasonable accommoda¬ 
tion if you get stranded.”

If airlines do not resolve a 
complaint, the Air Transport 
Users Council exists to uphold 
the rights of passengers.

Councillor quits Libs 
to link up with ICHC 


A WYRE FOREST district 
councillor has switched his 
political alliances after 20 
years. 

Councillor Graham Ballinger 
has left the Liberal Party and 
joined the Independent Com¬ 
munity and Health Concern 
party. 

He claims his former colleagues 
were “too concerned with slagging 
off the opposition” and have lost 
sight of their “commitment to the 
community”. 

But his comments have been dis¬ 
missed by Wyre Forest Liberals 
leader Fran Oborski, who called 
Councillor Ballinger a “hypocrite”. 

She said: “If he is happy to join a 
party that he has been criticising, 
then that is fine.” 

She added: “We are happy to see 
the back of him.” 

The move now leaves the Liberal 
Party with six members in their 
coalition with Independent council¬ 
lors Helen and Peter Dyke - and 
means they lose their position as the 
main opposition group. 

They now hold the same number 
of seats as Labour, while ICHC have 
five. 

Happy 

Despite ICHC losing two seats at 
the recent council elections Council¬ 
lor Ballinger insists he is happy 
with his decision. 

He said: “They don’t slag off their 
opposition and they are not a party 
based on sour grapes. 

“I just feel like I don’t want any 
aggravation any more.” 

Though Councillor Ballinger 
denied he had fallen out with Wyre 
Forest Liberal Party leader Fran 
Oborski, he admitted they “often 
disagreed” on policies. 

Councillor Ballinger, who repre¬ 
sents Greenhill, said: “We have 
known each other for a long time 
and we remain friends.” 

The Independent Health Concern 
party was founded in 1999 as part of 
a campaign to save the closure- 
threatened A&E services at Kidder¬ 
minster Hospital. 

A year later Dr Richard Taylor 
became MP after standing for the 
party and by 2003 it had 21 council¬ 
lors. 

But it has steadily lost seats 
since. 

Sixty jobs secure

A THREE-YEAR deal for Wyre 
Forest Sheltered Housing to con¬ 
tinue work with older people has 
been agreed, securing 60 jobs.

Station plan is

Kids. 

Gaga does often lack subtlety, 
shows a worrying new tendency 
toward ‘rawk’ guitar licks and 
cheesy sax, and can write a clunky 
lyric (‘twit’ being perhaps the last 
word you would expect to find in a 
Gaga song). 

Resistence is futile to her catchy 
hybrid of dance and pop because 
these songs will win you over or 
send you ga-ga. 

But the biggest surprise is saved 
for last. On You And I she has 
created a classic rock ballad in the 
Lynyrd Skynyrd mode, with Brian 
May style guitar. It will be this 
album’s biggest monster.

The Seattle folk rock band’s 
second album has the group’s dis¬ 
tinctive timeless sound with songs 
driven by close harmonies but feels 
less of a band record.

THIS MONTH sees a facelifted 
Peugeot 308 in the showrooms 
which also brings a boost in fuel 
efficiency and low C02 emissions. 

And what an attractive package this 
popular car is. 

The 308 was first launched in September 
2007 and was the first of Peugeot’s new “8” 
generation cars. More than 89,000 have 
been sold in the UK alone and Peugeot is 
confident its success will continue with the 
second incarnation. 

Peugeot as a brand is really changing and 
the 308 arrives with the latest styling ele¬ 
ments from the marque -

already seen on the 508 and the SRI 
Concept Car. On the outside, the design has 
been sharpened up with a new look at the 
front, which is sharply raked and has the 
latest LED headlamps and daytime running 
lights to give the new 308 an elegant and 
modern look. 

Inside, the design has also been updated, 
bringing it right up to date. 

It is available in three body styles - Hatch¬ 
back, CC and SW, and four multi-model trim 
levels; Access, SR, Active and Allure. A 
range-topping hatchback and CC THP 200 
model will arrive later this year in a single GT 
trim level. 

Standard kit on all models 
includes air conditioning, 
stability control, all¬ 
round electric 
windows, 


remote locking and six airbags. 

But it is really under the metal shell that the 
biggest changes come with the introduction 
of more efficient engines and Peugeot’s 
innovative micro-hybrid e-HDi stop and start 
technology. 

There is a choice of four petrol and four 
diesel engines - ranging from an entry- 
level 1.4-litre petrol with 98bhp and five- 
speed gearbox right through to the 
six-speed 200bhp 1.6 THP and a 163bhp 
2.0-litre HDi automatic.
